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Serving  the  People  — 
Pine  Manor  Women 
In  Government

"l  want  to  do  something  that  affects 
people,  something  that  helps  them.  I 
want  to  make  a difference  in  people's 
lives.  That's  why  I like  politics.” 

This  statement  of  purpose  comes 
from  Sheila  Green,  who  will  graduate 
this  May  from  Pine  Manor  College 
with  a B.  A.  in  American  Studies.  But 
it  could  quite  conceivably  be  attrib- 
uted to  Marin  Jones  Shealy,  '48, 
Commissioner  on  Aging  for  the  State 
of  Connecticut,  Mary  Ann 
Tinklepaugh  Knauss,  '50,  a Deputy 
Assistant  Secretary  in  the  U.S.  De- 
partment of  Commerce,  or  Deborah 
Brownlie,  '76,  a Legislative  Aide  in 
Massachusetts  — for  each  of  these 
women  explained  her  choice  of  career 
similarly  when  interviewed  for 
this  Bulletin  article  on  alumnae  in 
government. 

However,  while  these  individuals 
share  a commitment  to  serve  people, 
important  differences  separate  our 
youngest  Pine  Manor  women  from 
their  distinguished  predecessors. 
Mary  Ann  "Tink”  Knauss  and  Marin 
Shealy  fulfilled  the  expectations  of 
young  women  in  the  '50's  — to  marry 
and  raise  a family  — before  beginning 
careers.  Their  ladders  to  success  con- 
sisted of  many  years  of  volunteer 
labor  on  campaigns  and  in  commu- 
nity service.  Reflecting  the  new  ''tra- 
dition,” Deborah  Brownlie,  '76,  went 
into  a job  in  the  Massachusetts  State 
House  after  completing  her  bachelor's 
degree,  and  Sheila  Green,  emphatic 
about  her  professional  orientation,  is

conducting  a job  search  before  don- 
ning her  mortarboard. 

Pine  Manor  College  has  changed, 
too,  in  response  to  the  times,  and  the 
academic  and  career  oriented  experi- 
ences it  now  offers  students  inter- 
ested in  government  are  rich  and 
varied. 

Most  importantly.  Pine  Manor  stu- 
dents now  have  the  opportunity  for 
four  rather  than  two  years  of  study  at 
the  College.  The  bachelor's  degree  in 
American  Studies  is  the  most  popular 


choice  among  politically  oriented  stu- 
dents; courses  in  American  history, 
economics,  and  government  as  well 
as  literature,  philosophy,  and 
psychology  are  components  of  this 
interdisciplinary  major. 

Mary  Ann  Knauss  was  president  of 
the  student  government  when  she 
attended  Pine  Manor  over  thirty  years 
ago.  Sheila  Green,  '83,  has  also  been 
an  active  member  of  that  body.  In 
addition,  Sheila  has  had  the  opportu- 
nity to  benefit  from  exciting  extra- 
curricular programs  that  were  un- 
available to  collegians  in  the  1950's. 

In  her  sophomore  year,  Sheila  par- 
ticipated in  Pine  Manor's  marvelous 
internship  program  by  working  12 
hours  a week  in  the  office  of  Mas- 
sachusetts State  Senator  Peter  C. 
Webber.  "It  was  a fascinating  experi- 
ence,” she  said.  "I  worked  on  con- 
stituent issues,  researched  legislation, 
wrote  testimonials,  and  attended 
hearings  for  the  Senator.  After  this 
internship  my  blood  was  racing!  I 
wanted  to  do  a semester  in 
Washington  next.” 

With  the  encouragement  and  the 
direction  of  her  advisor,  John  Munley, 
and  others  at  the  College,  Sheila  did 
just  that  — becoming  one  of  350 
college  juniors  across  the  nation  to 
participate  in  a Washington  semester 
program  sponsored  by  American 
University.  At  the  Pentagon,  in  the 
State  Department,  and  on  "The  Hill," 
Sheila  met  with  Senators,  Con- 
gressmen, and  federal  department 
heads  in  weekly  seminars.  She  also 
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worked  for  the  Senate  Republican 
Conference  as  an  intern  during  the 
spring  semester,  then  turned  her  in- 
ternship into  a salaried  position  for  an 
additional  four  months.  From  May 
through  Labor  Day  last  year,  Sheila 
performed  a host  of  exciting  functions 
within  the  communications  division 
of  the  Conference,  including  writing  a 
syndicated  column  called  "Capitol 
Facts"  which  was  subscribed  to  by  500 
newspapers  nationwide.  Sheila  may 
work  for  the  Senate  Republican  Con- 
ference again  after  graduation  or  re- 
turn to  her  native  Illinois  for  a job  on 
Senator  Charles  Percy's  reelection 
campaign. 

Whether  a product  of  "now"  or 
"then,"  Democrat  or  Republican, 
each  woman  profiled  here  has  distin- 
guished herself  in  her  endeavors.  We 
would  like  to  pay  tribute  to  all  of  them 
now. 


Deborah  Brownlie , 76,  Legislative  Aide, 
Massachusetts  House  of  Representatives 


Very  few  14-year-olds  have  any 
idea  what  they  want  to  do  when  they 
"grow  up."  But  as  a young  teenager, 
Deborah  Brownlie,  '76,  had  already 
identified  her  interest  in  politics  and 
government. 

As  early  as  1972,  she  was  an  active 
volunteer  for  Bruce  Freeman  in  his 
reelection  campaign  for  a seat  in  the 
Massachusetts  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. Involvement  in  a series  of 
other  races  followed  for  Deborah,  in- 
cluding the  Congressional  campaigns 
of  Massachusetts'  Jon  Rotenberg  and 
Edward  Brooke  and  the  presidential 
bids  of  Gerald  Ford  and  Ronald 
Reagan. 

On  her  well  defined  career  path, 
Deborah  majored  in  political  science 
at  Boston  University  after  studying  at 
Pine  Manor,  completing  her  B.  A.  in 
1979. 

Deborah  Brownlie's  early  start  in 
political  life  proved  fruitful  soon  after 
graduation  from  college  when  State 
Representative  Freeman,  for  whom 
she  had  campaigned  while  in  high 
school  and  interned  while  at  Pine 
Manor,  offered  her  a job  as  his  legisla- 
tive aide. 

Deborah  has  worked  for  Repre- 
sentative Freeman  for  three  years  now 
in  a position  that  entails  significant 
responsibility.  As  his  aide,  she  ad- 
ministers his  legislative  office,  which 
serves  a population  of  36,000  (the  16th 
Middlesex  County  district).

At  the  Massachusetts  State  House, 
Deborah  addresses  constituent  prob- 
lems, conducts  research  on  federal 
and  state  statutes,  handles  all  corre- 
spondence and  press  releases  for  the 
Office,  maintains  contact  with  interest 
groups,  and  drafts  pieces  of  legisla- 
tion. She  acts  as  spokesman  and  rep- 
resentative for  the  legislator  in  his 
absence  and  assists  him  in  his  various 
committee  assignments,  as  well. 

"What  I enjoy  most  about  my 
work,"  says  Deborah,  "is  being  in 
public  service  and  using  my  back- 
ground to  help  others,  especially 
those  who  are  in  the  greatest  need.  It 
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is  also  exciting  to  deal  with  a wide 
range  of  issues  and  problems  that 
affect  our  daily  lives.” 

Recently,  Deborah  has  become 
quite  interested  in  political  polling 
and  the  marketing  strategies  em- 
ployed by  political  candidates.  "The 
techniques  necessary  for  successful 
campaigning,  particularly  for  high 
level  offices,  have  become  very 
sophisticated,”  she  says,  adding  that 
one  of  her  long  range  goals  includes 
work  in  a research  and  consulting  firm 
that  caters  to  political  clients.  In  prep- 
aration for  such  work,  Deborah  plans 
part-time  graduate  studies  in  market- 
ing or  economics.  Experience  in  busi- 
ness management  could  help  pave  the 
way  to  a high  level  staff  position  in 
government  for  Deborah. 

When  asked  whether  she  would 
ever  consider  running  for  elective  of- 
fice herself,  Deborah's  answer  was  an 
enthusiastic  yes.  "Some  day,"  she 
says,  "when  the  time  is  right."  For 
this  impressive  young  alumna,  "some 
day"  may  not  be  so  very  far  away.

I think  the  world  is 
next!" 

Mary  Ann  Tinklepaugh  Knauss, 

'50,  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary  in  the 
Office  of  Intergovernmental  Affairs, 
U.S.  Department  of  Commerce,  is  a 
bona  fide  political  veteran.  The  his- 
tory of  her  interest  dates  to  her  days  at 
Pine  Manor,  when  she  served  as  pres- 
ident of  the  student  government  — a 
time,  she  says,  "when  there  was  no 
smoking  except  in  The  Stack." 

Mary  Ann,  or  "Tink"  as  she  was 
known  at  Pine  Manor,  is  an  enthusiast 
for  the  political  system  to  which  she's 
dedicated  herself  for  years:  "The  sys- 
tem is  here,  and  it  works.  I believe  in  a 
practical  and  positive  approach,"  she 
says.  "You  have  to  becomes  part  of 
the  system.  To  win,  you've  got  to 
know  the  rules  of  the  game  — like  in 
'Monopoly.'  Get  51  percent  of  the 
vote  and  you  are  on  your  way." 

This  pragmatist  has  been  out  help- 
ing people  get  the  vote  since  she 
studied  government  at  Barnard  Col- 
lege (B.A.  1952),  where  she  formed  a 


Young  Republicans'  Club.  While  her 
children  were  young,  she  volunteered 
her  talents  in  the  political  arena,  serv- 
ing for  a time  as  Chairman  of  the 
Columbia  County  Republican  Com- 
mittee in  New  York  State.  Then  in 
1970,  she  made  her  calling  a profes- 
sional career. 

In  her  first  paying  position  in  poli- 
tics, Tink  was  Special  Assistant  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  New  York  Republi- 
can Committee,  a job  at  which  she 
labored  for  five  years.  For  the  next 
five,  she  worked  in  New  England  as 
Regional  Political  Director  for  the  Re- 
publican National  Committee.  In  1980 
she  was  a delegate  to  the  Republican 
National  Convention,  then  Deputy 
Executive  Director  of  the  Presidential 
Inaugural  Committee. 

In  February  of  the  following  year, 
U.S.  Secretary  of  Commerce,  Mal- 
colm Baldrige,  appointed  her  Director 
of  the  Office  of  Intergovernmental  Af- 
fairs; then  in  March  of  1982  she  was 
named  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary. 

The  Office  of  Intergovernmental 
Affairs  within  the  Department  of 
Commerce  is  a new  federal  office, 
created  by  President  Reagan.  It  was 
formed  to  create  a link  between  the 
federal  and  state  governments.

The  major  responsibilities  of  the 
Office  are  three-fold.  Tink  and  her 
staff  of  eight  enlist  the  participation  of 
their  constituents  (state  and  local 
elected  officials)  in  Departmental 
policy-making  and  program  devel- 
opment. They  also  respond  to  con- 


stituent problems  and  requests.  In  a 
third  area  of  activity,  the  Office 
monitors  federal  and  state  legislation 
in  the  area  of  commerce.  In  these 
efforts,  Tink  maintains  close  contact 
with  the  30  governors'  offices  in 


Washington,  D.C.,  and  with  the  Na- 
tional Governors'  Association. 

In  addition  to  running  her  office  in 
Washington,  Tink  owns  an  apple 
farm  in  New  York  State.

Mary  Ann  "link”  Knauss  believes 
strongly  that  women  working  in  gov- 
ernment can  make  it  work  for  them. 
"Every  day  you're  inside  the  system 
you  can  make  progress  on  issues  of 
special  interest  to  women,"  issues 
such  as  equal  pay  for  equal  work,  one 
of  the  most  important  concerns  for 
women,  she  thinks.  "Without  money 
you're  not  independent,"  says  Tink. 

"Perhaps  I'm  too  optimistic,"  she 
says,  "but  I never  felt  oppressed.  Of 
course,  at  Pine  Manor,  we  were 
taught  to  excel.  We  were  not  taught 
that  women  were  different.  If  you 
were  good,  you  were  good." 


Marin  Jones  Shealy,  '48,  Commis- 
sioner on  Aging  for  the  State  of  Con- 
necticut, believes  that  women  who 
have  managed  a home  and  raised 
children  are  often  well  prepared  for 
jobs  in  politics  and  government.

Marin,  a mother  of  five,  who  ac- 
cepted her  first  paving  job  in  govern- 
ment in  1973,  insists  that  women  who 
have  assumed,  "for  better  or  for 
worse,"  the  traditional  role  should 
never  underestimate  their  abilities. 
"Women  are  master  managers,"  she 
says,  "as  well  as  real  generalists.  I 
think  women  are  good  in  politics  for 
these  reasons." 

While  Marin  Shealy  did  not  start  a 
career  in  politics  until  after  age  40,  her 
involvement  in  the  field  began  much 
earlier  — probably  at  Pine  Manor  with 
the  debating  team,  she  says.  Then  for 
years  after  completing  her  degree  at 
Barnard  College  in  1952,  she  was  an 
active  volunteer  in  her  community  of 
Woodbury,  Connecticut.  "I  have  al- 
ways been  interested  in  people,"  she 
says,  "and  how  to  make  things  a little 
bit  better." 

In  1973,  Marin  Shealy  received 
what  she  termed  "a  mandate  from  the 
people"  — becoming  the  second 
Democrat  and  the  first  woman  elected 
to  the  position  of  First  Selectman  in 
Woodbury,  Connecticut's  300-year 
history. 
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As  the  first  full-time  chief  executive 
and  administrative  officer  of  this  town 
of  7,000,  Marin  says  she  did  "every- 
thing" — from  the  most  menial  tasks 
to  meeting  with  the  governor.  During 
her  tenure,  she  also  organized  a 
statewide  Council  of  Small  Towns 
and  served  on  its  executive 
committee. 

The  congresswoman  in  Marin's  dis- 
trict at  that  time  was  Ella  Grasso.  Soon 
after  Mrs.  Grasso  moved  into  the 
Governor's  residence,  she  appointed 
Marin  to  several  statewide  boards, 
and  then  in  1976  she  asked  her  to 
become  her  Deputy  Insurance  Com- 
missioner. In  this  role,  Marin  was 
involved  in  the  regulation  and 
monitoring  of  the  insurance  industry 
(a  major  presence  in  Connecticut)  and 
in  the  daily  administration  of  the  de- 
partment. There  her  activities  as  a 
member  of  the  Commission  on  Hospi- 
tals and  Health  Care,  which  entailed 
the  setting  of  rates  and  the  implemen- 
tation of  cost  containment  programs 
for  hospitals  and  nursing  homes, 
helped  prepare  her  for  the  Commis- 
sioner's job  in  Connecticut's  Depart- 
ment of  Aging  — the  position  to 
which  Governor  Grasso  appointed 
her  during  her  second  term. 

"I  am  dealing  with  some  of  the 
largest  issues  facing  our  nation  to- 
day," says  Commissioner  Shealy,  cit- 
ing nutrition,  health  care,  hospital 
costs,  and  Social  Security  as  exam- 
ples. Marin's  primary  responsibilities 
lie  in  the  administration  of  federally 
and  state  funded  programs  which  ad- 
dress the  needs  of  522,000  Connect- 
icut citizens  aged  60  or  more  — "the 
fastest  growing  segment  of  our 
population." 


As  Commissioner  on  Aging,  Marin 
plays  an  advocacy  role  which  requires 
frequent  public  speaking  engage- 
ments and  radio  and  television  ap- 
pearances, which  she  enjoys.  She  also 
likes  working  with  the  private  sector: 
"I  don't  see  myself  in  any  way  as  an 
adversary,"  she  says.  (Marin  was  a 
businesswoman,  herself,  from  1969  to 
1979,  when  she  owned  a retail  gift 
shop.  A self-acclaimed  "fiscal  con- 
servative," Marin  attributes  her  effi- 
cient management  of  state  monies  to 
her  experience  in  running  a house- 
hold, a business,  and  a town.) 


"Women  are  master  manag- 
ers, as  well  as  real  gener- 
alists. I think  women  are 
good  in  politics  for  these 
reasons." 


One  of  Marin  Shealy's  ac- 
complishments of  which  she  is  most 
proud  is  Connecticut's  statewide 
home  care  program  — unique  in  the 
nation  — which  she  established  two 
and  a half  years  ago.  An  extremely 
cost-effective  alternative  to  nursing 
home  care  for  the  elderly,  the  private 
non-profit  corporation,  Connecticut 


Community  Care,  has  a board  which 
consists  of  both  corporate  and  human 
sendees  people.  Its  modus  operandi: 
health  care  professionals  employed 
by  the  corporation  (funded  by  the 
state)  assess  the  needs  of  elderly  per- 
sons on  an  individual  basis.  They  then 
coordinate  the  programs,  order  the 
needed  services,  and  monitor  the  bill- 
ing as  well  as  the  clients.  It  is  a fiscally 
sound  as  well  as  caring,  individual- 
ized program,  according  to  Marin. 
Whenever  possible,  the  client  is 
helped  to  remain  in  his  or  her  home. 

Sometime  in  1983  Marin  will  be 
leaving  her  job  as  Commissioner  on 
Aging  to  tackle  yet  another  exciting 
challenge.  What  she  will  be  doing  she 
is  not  ready  to  announce,  but  wTier- 
ever  she  is,  it's  a good  guess  that 
Marin  Shealy  will  be  working  to  make 
lives  "a  little  bit  better."  ■

When  Marcia  Southwick,  '70,  took 
her  first  creative  writing  class  at  Pine 
Manor  College,  she  was  “very  shy" 
about  writing.  “I  wasn't  sure  if  I was 
any  good,"  she  said  in  a recent  inter- 
view. “But  at  Pine  Manor  I learned  to 
be  serious  enough  about  my  work  to 
continue,  which  was  very  important 
to  me  at  that  time.  There  was  an 
enormous  amount  of  support  at  the 
College." 

Thirteen  years  later,  Marcia  South- 
wick is  a supportive  teacher  of  writing 
herself,  as  well  as  a successful  poet.  In 
1980  her  collection  of  poems,  The 
Night  Won't  Save  Anyone,  was  pub- 
lished by  the  University  of  Georgia 
Press,  and  since  1981  she  has  taught  in 
the  most  prestigious  graduate  writing 
program  in  the  country  — the  Univer- 
sity of  Iowa's  Writers'  Workshop. 

The  challenges  that  face  a young 
person  serious  about  writing  poetry 
are  many:  there  are  few  financial  re- 
wards; only  a handful  of  appreciative 
readers  of  contemporary  poetry  exist; 
and  publishing  is  difficult. 

“It's  hard  to  write  without  having  a 
sense  of  objective  encouragement," 
said  Marcia  Southwick.  But  at  Pine 
Manor  and  in  her  schooling  after- 
wards, Marcia  received  the  rein- 
forcement necessary  to  nourish  her 
confidence  and  strengthen  her  work. 

From  Pine  Manor,  Marcia  went  on 
to  Emerson  College  in  Boston,  where 
she  majored  in  creative  writing.  While 
at  Emerson,  she  published  her  first 
poem  in  a national  journal,  the  re- 
spected Ploughshares  magazine.  Then  it 
was  on  to  the  University  of  Iowa's 
keenly  competitive  graduate  pro- 
gram, where  she  studied  with  the 
well-known  poets,  Donald  Justice, 


Norman  Dubie,  Charles  Wright,  and 
Stanley  Plumly,  receiving  her  Master 
of  Fine  Arts  degree  in  Writing  in  1975. 

The  following  five  years  were  spent 
in  Missouri,  first  at  the  University  of 
Missouri  at  Columbia,  where  she  was 
a teaching  fellow  and  a Ph.D.  candi-

date  in  Modern  Letters,  and  then  at 
Stephens  College,  where  she  taught 
writing.  During  that  time  she  received 
the  Mahan  Award  for  Poetry  from  the 
University  of  Missouri. 

While  she  was  in  Missouri  with  her 
husband,  poet  Larry  Levis,  Marcia 
gave  birth  to  their  son,  Nicholas  — an 
experience  which  dramatically  af- 
fected her  writing.  "I  felt  very  good 


about  the  prospect  of  being  a mother, 
very  excited,"  she  said.  "I  wrote  most 
of  the  last  half  of  my  book  in  a great 
rush  during  the  last  three  or  four 
months  of  my  pregnancy." 

About  the  poems  in  her  book,  Mar- 
cia said:  "I  like  to  reveal  the  mind  on 


the  page  — the  way  the  mind  works 
and  has  the  capacity  to  alter  and  shift, 
and  to  analyze  itself  while  bringing 
the  outside  world  into  it." 

These  poems,  which  unravel 
eloquently,  often  show  a mind  striv- 
ing to  achieve  understanding  of  itself. 
"I  am  . . . thinking  about  myself,"  says

I would  love  to  give  myself  back  to  the  night 
so  that  my  naked  body  could  become  inarticulate 
but  loud  like  the  sun.

Being  in  stage  productions  has  been 
the  most  satisfying  extra-curricular 
activity  for  me  here  at  Pine  Manor. 
That  satisfaction  comes  from  a con- 
tinual buildup  of  stress,  excitement, 
and  pressure  that  culminates  in  a 
glowing  feeling  of  accomplishment. 
The  anxieties  of  auditioning  for  three 
nights  and  then  waiting  for  the  call  are 
minimal  compared  to  five  weeks  of 
struggling  with  classes,  rehearsals, 
and  homework.  The  fall  semester's 
Mothers'  Weekend  was  highlighted 
by  our  production  of  J.  B.  Priestley's 
Dangerous  Corner.  After  agonizing 
through  a week  of  auditions  together 
with  other  theatrical  hopefuls,  my 
roommate  Karen  and  I were  abso- 
lutely thrilled  to  hear  that  we  had  won 
the  roles  we  had  tried  so  hard  for. 

As  luck  would  have  it,  mid-term 
exams  were  scheduled  for  the  final 
and  most  hectic  week  of  play  practice. 
However,  being  a typical  artist,  I was 
prepared  to  let  my  grades  suffer  a bit 
and  focus  the  most  energy  on  my 
craft.  After  all,  it's  a much  more  per- 
sonal investment,  something  for  the 
public  to  critique.  Being  on  stage 
makes  me  feel  vulnerable,  and  I need 
the  security  of  being  thoroughly  im- 
mersed in  a character.  Karen  and  1 
found  ourselves  socializing  almost  ex- 
clusively with  the  two  other  girls  and 
three  men  also  in  the  play.  We'd  be 
dining,  dancing,  or  just  sitting  around 


talking,  and  the  English  accents 
would  creep  out  of  lines  that  touched 
off  scenes  in  the  script.  References  to 
Dangerous  Corner  were  everywhere. 

Working  with  Karen  made  things 
much  easier.  After  rehearsing  from  7 
to  11p.m.  four  to  five  nights  a week, 
it's  good  to  have  someone  living  with 
you  who  understands  the  pressures. 
We  burned  the  midnight  oil  cram- 
ming for  midterms  and  writing  last- 
minute  papers.  This  way,  we  shared 
very  much  the  same  schedule  and  did 
not  feel  as  though  we  were  disrupting 
each  other's  sleep  by  jabbing  at  the 


rumbling  typewriter  until  three  in  the 
morning.  Even  then,  the  play  was 
always  at  the  back  of  my  mind.  I 
frantically  awakened  one  morning  to 
the  sound  of  my  own  voice  speaking 
the  lines  of  ''Freda  Chatfield."  That 
kind  of  self  hypnosis  is  fine  on  stage, 
but  sleep  talking  is  carrying  things  a 
bit  too  far.  We  felt  the  pressure  from 
our  director,  who  requires  perfection 
in  lines,  energy  levels,  and  characteri- 
zation; from  teachers  who  demanded 
polished  work  done  on  time  as  well 
as  high  scores  on  tests  and  quizzes; 
and  from  our  parents,  who  wanted  to

see  evidence  of  superior  academic 
work  followed  by  a stunning  stage 
performance. 

All  the  hard  work  paid  off  when  the 
lights  went  up  after  each  show.  There 
was  Bob  Owczarek,  the  most 
trustworthy  director  I have  ever 
worked  with,  embracing  us  and  say- 
ing that  we  had  done  him  proud.

Teachers  came  backstage  to  say  how 
much  they  appreciated  the  work  we 
had  put  into  the  production  and  the 
fact  that  we  had  gotten  any  class  work 
done  at  all.  The  best  part  for  me  was 
the  look  of  pride  my  own  parents 
wore  as  they  told  each  of  us  how 
pleased  they  were.  It  reinforced  for 
me  the  idea  that  hard  work  and  a 
professional  attitude  do  add  up  to  a 
sincere  feeling  of  accomplishment.  ■

$10,000  Grant 
Received  from  the 
Mobil  Foundation 

A $10,000  grant  from  the  Mobil 
Foundation  has  given  a boost  to  a Pine 
Manor  College  pilot  project  that  puts 
word  processors  into  the  hands  of 
student  writers.  Awarded  in  De- 
cember, the  grant  funds  have 
purchased  three  micro-computers 
and  related  software  for  use  by  ap- 
proximately 100  students  taking  ad- 
vanced writing  courses. 


The  "Computer  Editing"  pilot  pro- 
gram began  in  the  fall  of  1982  with  15 
students  taking  the  practical  writing 
course  at  Pine  Manor.  According  to 
instructor  Dr.  Burnham  Carter,  Jr., 
the  students  wrote  12  papers  each  and 
revised  them  at  least  twice,  resulting 
in  some  400  papers.  "They  could  not 
have  been  managed  without 
computer-assisted  editing,"  Dr.  Car- 
ter said,  "and  each  paper  was  a clear 
net  improvement  on  the  last.  In  terms 
of  teaching  writing,  I believe  this  will 
be  the  wave  of  the  future." 

The  grant  from  the  Mobil  Founda- 
tion makes  it  possible  to  extend  com- 
puter editing  to  other  upper  level  writ- 
ing courses  this  year,  and  to  freshmen 
composition  classes  next  fall. 


The  computer  equipment  is  ear- 
marked for  eventual  use  in  the  Col- 
lege's proposed  new  Library  and 
Communications  Center,  a $2.8  mil- 
lion project  designed  to  expand  the 
current  library  and  create  a multi- 
media  facility.  A campaign  is  under 
way  to  raise  $1.8  million  by  the  end  of 
1983  to  meet  the  terms  of  a $1  million 
challenge  grant  pledged  by  an 
anonymous  donor  last  fall.

Hess  Gallery

A fascinating  collection  of  photo- 
graphs by  Corinne  Bronfman,  '66, 
was  exhibited  from  October  16 
through  November  17  at  Pine  Manor's 
Hess  Gallery.  On  October  22,  Corinne 
traveled  to  the  campus  to  attend  an 
opening  reception  and  to  speak  to 
students  and  faculty  about  her  work. 


Addressing  an  audience  in  the 
French  House  and  another  in  one  of 
the  art  studios,  Corinne  Bronfman 
discussed  her  particular  interest  in 
exploring  the  relationship  between 
images  and  words  in  her  work.  Her 
carefully  crafted  black  and  white 
prints  often  utilize  text  elements,  such 
as  clippings  from  the  New  York  Times, 
as  part  of  their  content. 

"My  whole  process,"  said  Corinne 
in  a recent  interview  with  Today's  Pho- 
tographer magazine,  "has  to  do  with 
the  dialogue  of  two  things  that  come 
together,  the  image  base  with  its  shape, 
structure,  texture,  and  form,  and 
some  verbal  content ....  I want  to  so 
slow  down  the  process  of  recognition 
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that  by  the  time  you  know  what  one  of 
mv  images  is  about,  you  have  really 
read  the  surface." 

Corinne's  w'ork  is  being  recognized 
in  the  U.S.  and  in  Europe.  She  has 
exhibited  with  the  Light  Gallery  in 
New  York  City,  and  this  summer  the 
National  Film  Board  of  Canada  will 
present  a show'  of  her  w'ork.  Corinne 
is  currently  pursuing  a graduate  de- 
gree in  economics  at  New  York 
University.

Southwick  in  “Soon  This  Poem  Will 
Become  Transparent,"  “which  is  too 
much  like  looking  through  a window  / 
at  a distant  figure  surrounded  by  pur- 
ple shadows  / and  dead  elms."  In 
another  poem,  whose  first  line  quotes 
a poem  by  Margaret  Atwood,  South- 
wick writes:  “I  am  a word  in  a foreign 
language,  / but  I don't  know  what  the 
word  is,  / so  I sit  here  quietly,  / an  alien 
to  my  name"  (from  “Poem  in  Which  I 
Am  an  Old  Woman"). 

"I  see  the  poems  in  my  book,"  said 
Marcia,  "as  a way  of  trying  to  learn 
about  myself  in  relation  to  others  in 
the  world.  And  hopefully  in  the  pro- 
cess of  exposing  the  self,  the  poems 
are  communicating  to  others." 

Since  the  publication  of  The  Night 
Won't  Save  Anyone,  a pamphlet,  Con- 
necticut: Eight  Poems  (Pym-Randall 
Press,  1981)  has  been  released. 

Marcia  is  now  working  on  her  second 
book-length  manuscript  while  keep- 
ing a busy  schedule  as  mother  and 
instructor. 

This  highly  thoughtful  writer, 
whose  poems  are  often  meditations, 
has  the  following  advice  for  Pine 
Manor  students  and  others  interested 
in  writing  poetry:  "Any  student  who 
is  interested  in  poetry  should  enroll  in 
a lot  of  English  courses  and  learn  to 
read  closely  and  to  write  prose  well. 
And,  of  course,  it  would  be  helpful  if 
students  could  receive  advice  from  a 
resident  poet. 

"Coursework  in  other  areas  is  help- 
ful, too.  I learned  a lot  from  my  phi- 
losophy course  at  Pine  Manor.  I 
had  a teacher,  Stephen  Thompson, 
who  was  terrific.  My  instructors  at  the 
College  made  me  think,  and  that  was 
important.  You  have  to  learn  how  to 
use  your  logic  as  well  as  your  imagina- 
tion. To  write  poetry  you  have  to  be

Charlotte  Auger  Strouse,  ’24,  died 
November  24,  1982,  two  and  one-half 
years  after  suffering  a massive  stroke.  She 
was  the  mother  of  three  children  and  the 
wife  of  Norman  H.  Strouse,  former  presi- 
dent and  chairman  of  the  board  of  ].  Walter 
Thompson,  the  worldwide  advertising 
agency.  (Her first  husband,  W.  Stanley 
Holt,  was  killed  in  World  War  II.)  Book 
collectors  Charlotte  and  Norman  Strouse 
established  the  Silverado  Museum  in  St. 
Helena,  CA,  to  house  a distinguished 
collection  of  books  and  memorabilia  relat- 
ing to  the  life  and  work  of  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson.  In  1982,  a rare  book  room  was 
dedicated  to  the  Strouses  in  the  Bancroft 
Library  at  the  University  of  California  at 
Berkeley. 

In  "Survivors,"  Charlotte  Strouse’ s 
eldest  daughter,  Patricia  Holt  Beresford, 
'48,  reflects  on  some  of  the  joys  and  sor- 
roivs  of  a life  truly  well  spent.

There  is  a lot  of  talk  about  the  "qual- 
ity of  life"  these  days.  Politicians  and 
news  analysts  use  the  term  to  sell 
disarmament  on  the  one  hand  and  as 
apologia  for  building  up  nuclear  arms. 
Both  anti-  and  pro-abortion  factions 
lay  claim  to  it.  Think  tanks  send  us 
philosophical  ruminations  on  the  sub- 
ject and  the  homeless,  jobless  and 
loveless  know  all  too  well  its  bottom 
line. 

For  me,  the  first  full  realization  of 
what  the  quality  of  life  meant  was 
when  I came  to  finally  know  my 
mother  after  she  suffered  a devastat- 
ing stroke.  Here  was  a vibrant  woman 
in  her  mid-seventies,  struck  down  by 
the  cruelest  blow.  Dazzlingly  beauti- 
ful as  a young  girl,  she  had  grown  to 
be  a woman  of  grace  and  style,  im- 
bued with  a boundless  curiosity  about 


every  living  thing.  Her  voice  was  al- 
ways full  of  laughter  and  she  was 
hardly  ever  silent;  words  tumbled 
from  her  lips  as  though  she  couldn't 
get  them  out  fast  enough.  She  wanted 
to  know  everything  about  you;  verbal 
communication  was  invented  just  for 
her. 

Now  she  lay  immobilized  in  a body 
that,  in  a few  scant  weeks,  seemed  to 


have  become  so  fragile  I feared  she 
would  shatter  into  a thousand  pieces. 
Her  mouth  trembled  as  she  tried  to 
speak  to  me;  the  words  were  still 
there,  I could  read  them  in  her  eyes, 
but  the  only  sound  in  the  still  room 
was  a rasping  whisper  "all  right." 

After  seven  decades  of  being  a strik- 
ingly vocal  person,  was  she  now  to  be 
reduced  to  two  words  that  had  es-

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caped  the  collapse  of  her  communica- 
tions system?  What  "quality  of  life" 
could  she  possibly  have  now,  even 
with  the  best  care  ensuring  her 
months,  perhaps  years,  of  some  state 
of  being  here? 

That  first  visit,  several  weeks  after 
the  private  holocaust,  as  I stood  num- 
bly by  her  bed,  mumbling  appropriate 
words  of  encouragement,  I was  over- 
come with  a great  anger  and  a private 
grief.  For  me,  she  was  gone.  No  more 
hour-long,  long-distance  talks.  No 
more  bailing  me  out  when  I went 
astray.  No  more  gentle  advice  on 
being  mother  and  father  to  a teenage 
son.  Would  it  have  been  better  if  she 
had  died  in  that  first,  excruciating 
rending  of  the  mobile  parts  of  her 
instead  of  being  consigned  to  that  frail 
assortment  of  skin  and  bones?  Better 
for  whom?  1 went  away,  assuring  her 
I'd  be  back  soon  and  not  believing  it  at 
all.  A part  of  me  wrote  her  life  off.  It 
was  over. 

It  was  almost  two  months  before  I 
could  gather  myself  together  and  re- 
turn, sure  that  I would  find  she  had 
vanished  into  the  hollows  of  the  huge 
hospital  bed  that  had  been  installed  in 
her  home.  When  I arrived,  I was  di- 
rected by  her  nurse  to  the  living  room. 
There  she  sat,  erect  in  her  wheelchair, 
elegant  in  a bright  summer  gown,  hair 
and  nails  done  that  day,  and  a smile 
that  said  "what  took  you  so  long?" 
She  was  absolutely  in  charge;  with  a 


sweep  of  her  hand  she  indicated  that  I 
must  sit  and  bring  her  up-to-date  on 
all  that  had  happened  to  me  since  our 
last  meeting.  Pure  joy  shone  from  her 
bright  blue  eyes  — her  eldest,  the 
prodigal  daughter,  had  once  more 
come  home.  How  I had  underesti- 
mated her! 

Our  time  together  that  trip  and  in  all 
the  subsequent  visits  was,  in  retro- 
spect, more  loving,  more  knowing 
and  caring  than  all  the  years  we  had 
known  each  other  as  mother  and 
daughter,  woman  to  woman,  friend 
to  friend.  What  a lot  of  catching  up  we 
did  in  those  brief  hours!  She  drank  in 
all  the  idle  chatter  I spilled  out  into  her 
room,  her  mercurial  smile  lighting  up 
her  wan,  drawn  little  face,  reminding 
me  of  the  beauty  that  still  lived  there. 
She  wanted  to  know  everything  I was 
doing  as  though,  through  me,  she 
could  transport  herself  away  from  the 
indignities  of  the  bed  pans,  the  tubes, 
the  therapy  and  the  changing  of  the 
guard  in  the  nurses'  station  outside 
her  door.  Her  world  became  a ware- 
house, storing  up  the  trivia  of  my  life 
to  take  out  and  play  in  the  betamax  of 
her  mind  when  I had  gone  back  to  my 
life  across  the  continent  and  she  was 
once  more  without  her  children.  1 
read  to  her  on  those  occasions,  mostly 
pieces  I had  written,  suddenly  feeling 
self-conscious  and  waiting  for  the  nod 
of  approval  from  her.  Forget  that  they 
had  already  been  published;  I wanted 
acceptance  recorded  in  those  bright 
eyes.  I felt  that  finally,  after  all  the 
false  starts,  I had  made  her  proud.  I 
knew  she  was  satisfied  that  I had 
sorted  things  out  and  would  survive. 
As  she  had. 


There  is  a difficult  period  when  a 
healthy  person  comes  to  a confronta- 
tion with  a friend  or  relative  who  has 
suddenly  been  deprived  of  the 
wholeness  of  body  we  take  for 
granted.  We  tend  to  equate  the  spirit 
and  mind  with  the  crippling  of  the 
body  and  find  ourselves  talking  about 
the  person  as  though  they  aren't  in 
the  room,  or  shouting  at  them  as 
though  they  are  deaf,  all  the  while 
gesturing  to  make  our  points  as 
though  they  have  become  imbecilic, 
not  just  physically  handicapped.  For 
some,  that  awkwardness  can  never  be 
bridged  and  my  mother  sensed  that  in 
the  many  friends  and  family  that  came 
to  see  her.  She  behaved  toward  them 
as  she  always  had;  with  courtesy  and 
interest,  putting  them  at  their  ease, 
their  comfort  ahead  of  her  own.  After 
all,  it  was  only  her  body  that  was 
crippled,  not  her  mind  or  spirit  and 
she  was  as  alert  and  curious  as  she 
had  always  been  toward  other  people. 
She  rose  above  it  all  with  a determina- 
tion that  humbled  even  the  most  cyni- 
cal. To  her,  life  was  still  there  to  be 
lived,  in  ways  that  some  of  us  never 
quite  reconcile  ourselves  to. 

My  mother  accomplished  many 
things  in  her  life  that  will  forever  set 
her  apart  from  ordinary  people.  And 
when  the  time  came,  she  did  not  "go 
gentle  into  that  good  night"  nor  did 
she  "rage,  rage  against  the  dying  of 
the  light."  She  had  used  what  light 
was  left  to  her  during  those  few  years 
to  illuminate  all  our  lives  with  a qual- 
ity of  life  that  was  uniquely  hers.
